3’ The Church of St. James’ Parish, Goose Creek. Construction of it was 
begun soon after the passage of the Church Act in November, 1706, and com- 
pleted in 1711, replacing a smaller church that had been built about 1700. It 
was consecrated July 14, 1719, “being now completely finished and made 
convenient for the Christian Worshipping of the Holy and Eternal Trinity,” 
and the Vestry did “by these presents Give, Appropriate and Ordain, this 
Church by the name of St. James’ Church’. (Frederick Dalcho, M.D.: An 
Account of the Protestant Episcopal Church in South Carolina, 244-249; Rev. 
Samuel Thomas, this Magazine, IV, 283, V, 31-32; Journal of the Commis- 
sioners of the Iudian Trade of South Carolina, 1710-1715, 8.) 

4 Broom Hall, which had come to him by the will of Peter Taylor, July 1, 
1765, as a life estate to go to his son Peter at hisdeath. (This Magazine XXIX, 
273-278.) Its name has been changed to Bloom Hall, or Bloomville, and has 
latterly been corrupted to Bloomfield. Only portions of the brick walls of 
the house are left. The live oaks that shaded the avenues are still standing 
but crowded by a thick undergrowth. 

5 Crowfield, which had been developed by William Middleton (1710-1785), 
eldest son of Arthur Middleton, who, as president of the Council, had acted as 
governor of South Carolina, 1724-1729, and who had passed this plantation to 
his son William in 1729. The latter built what was termed a “Capital Brick 
Mansion” thereon and laid out the grounds in the manner described by the 
diarist. In 1754 he sold the plantation, containing 1729 acres, to William Wal- 
ter and removed with his family to England where he received a large estate 
known as Crowfield Hall, which had been procured by his father from his 
first cousin, Henry Harwood, who had received it from his aunt, Mrs. Hester 
(Middleton) Browning, with other estates on condition that he pay Arthur 
Middleton £4000. William Walter devised this Crowfield to his daughter 
Elizabeth who married William Haggatt, of London, and he it was who “po- 
litely shewed” the diarist over the estate. To the asterisk after “the Young 
Gentleman’’ the diarist had made a marginal note “Hagget.” (See this Maga- 
zine, XXIX, 266-272; Mrs. Harriott Horry Ravenel: Eliza Pinckney, 53-55; 
The Carolina Low-Country, 16-17.)

Smiths are well situated on good rising Grounds- as is the Case 
with Ralp Izards a genteel Seat® in Sight of the other two.—. 
Little Rice is now raised in this Neighbourhood..altho here and 
there in such Bottoms as we Northward People should make 
Meadow of.; but which they damn across to raise a little Rice 
on - - Had our Northern Agriculture been practiced here and 
fewer Negroes in Sight- we might have imagined ourselves in some 
Parts of Jersey, the Soil, being light and inclined to sand-Tho 
Smith & Son return’d to Dinner. after which we walked little less 
than 5 or 6 Miles-partly on the Road to Dorchester and thro’ 
his Farm’ and return’d to good Tea or Coffee and weather con- 
tinuing fresh to a comfortable Fire Side rendered much more 
agreeable by the pleasant conversiable Mood in which we spent 
another Evening in this worthy Man’s Company at this his pleas- 
ant Seat.—Lodged Comfortably-And 

On 2"4,, Day the 18.-the weather being clear and cold, did not set 
off on our Return to Town so soon as we had intended-about 10 
oClock we sat out, going for abt. 3 Miles a different Road from 
that we came on— - - about half way to Town (or 10 Miles) 
We had a Relay of Horses-the first half I had rode with Peter 
Smith, the Remainder on my Horse—About one oClock we got to 
J. Atkinsons in Charles Town—

A LETTER FROM FRANCIS MARION TO GENERAL 
GREENE 


The letter given below is a copy of one in the possession of Mrs. 
Henry M. Sage, a Member of this Society, who has given us per- 
mission to print. 

This letter was written after Marion’s last fight with the British, 
which took place 29 August, 1782. (This Magazine vol. II, p. 246. 
Barontes of S. C., p. 42). 

Watboo 28 Oct. 1782 
Sr. 

There is a Number of prisoners of war, with me, I do not know 
if they are Exchanged in the Last Exchange Made. I shall be Glad 
to know, or what must be done with them there Names I enchose 
[enclosure missing] 

The Day before Yesterday the State Legion took two British 
Soldiers at the Quarter House one a Dragoon the other had the 
Inclosed Order [also Missing] As a Safe Guard but Was taken two 
Miles from his post Escorting a Cart from Charlestown, from 
whence he used to go once a week, Capt" Theus! thought proper to 
bring him away as he was not where he was ordered _ I shall be glad 
to know if he may be Detained as a prisoner—I asked Genl. 
Moultrie who is of Opinion he ought to be detained as Such— 
I wish to have your orders respecting it— 

A number of boats with a Strong Covering party at the Distillery 
on Quelches Crick five miles from Ch* town Watering their ships. 
S* Samuel Hood? is off the Bar Waiting to Convoy the troops— 
the redoubt at Haddrells is Evacuated & Burnt— 

I have the honor to be 
Your Ob.* S.* 
Fran’. Marion. 

1 Jeremiah and Simeon Theus were in the Continental Army; Jeremiah was 
surgeon in the ist. S. C. Regiment, commissioned 2 August 1777; Simeon 
Theus was Captain of ist. S. C. Regt. commissioned 18 Aug. 1777. They 
were both taken prisoners at Charles Town 12 May 1780 (Heitman page 396) 
Probably Simeon Theus is the officer mentioned here; he was still a prisoner 
at Haddrell’s, Christ Church Parish 10 Oct. 1780 (This Magazine Vol. VI p. 
112) was evidently exchanged by date of Genl. Marions letter. 

2 Sir Samuel Hood (1724-1816) an English Admiral had been serving with 
his fleet before Savannah; he arrived off Charles Town Bar 8 Sept. 1782 with 
his fleet to Convoy and cover the evacuation of Charles Town. The arrival of 
this fleet recalled Leslie’s foraging expedition from Wadboo and Beaufort, it 
was three months before the evacuation did really take place. (McCrady vol. 
IV p. 657 and Dict. National Biog.) 
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General Greene’s reply is in Gibbes Documentary History 1776- 
1782 p. 243. 

Head-Quarters, October 
30, 1782 
Sir: 

Your letter of the 28, inst. I have this moment received. Capt, 
Warren has Written to you requesting the prisoners, mentioned in 
the list you enclosed, might be sent to Charles Town, except the 
dragoons, as they were exchanged by an agreement entered into 
on the 234. instant by which all citizens and militia of every rank 
and denomination, made prisoners of War previous to that date, 
Southward of the Delaware River, with all the volunteers, 
and many Continental Officers, a list of whose names will be 
immediately published by the Commissary of Prisoners. The 
safe-guard has certainly, by his conduct, forfeited his protec- 
tion, I wish, however, you would send him to General Leslie, 
with a remonstrance against the irregularities committed. Should 
there be an opportunity of injuring the enemy at the distillery, by 
detachment from this army, I beg you will send me such in- 
telligence as to enable me to give you the necessary aid.

Adeline & I return to Charleston, the 31%* Dec." to concert 
views with my family, as to that change. [The move of his family 
to Columbia] June 1831. Augustus! went a Cadet to the Milli- 
tary academy, at West Point. 

Married on the 15‘ of May, 1817, in Saint James Parish, Santee, 
at the plantation of Col." Samuel Warren, James J. B. White, 
Attorney-at-Law, to Mary Elizabeth Dupreé, daughter of the late 
Sam! Dupré, of that place, planter. They were married by the 
Rev. Mr. Fraser,” of Waccamaw. 

In consequence of the illness of my Sister Mary, no part of our 
family could be present, except Eliza, Adeline & myself & W™ 
Brickell, Mr. & Mrs. Cripps, (the first cousins of Miss Dupré) and 
Sarah Allston, accompanied us from Charleston, we returned to- 
gether on the 18* inst. 

An infant was born to them in 1818 and died soon after. 

Born on the — of — 1820, a son whom they name Daniel 
Adolphus. 

Their 34 Child was born the — day of — 1823 and was baptised 
at Columbia, Warren Brickell and died at Columbia So. Ca. Aug. 
1823. 

Their 4* child was born — day of — whom they named Samuel 
Warren. 

Departed this life, May 16 1831, in St. James Santee, at the 
residence of Mrs. Jerman, Mrs. Mary E. White, wife of James 
J. B. White Esq." 

She had gone down the country, on a visit to her sister & Friends 
& just before her intended return, was taken suddenly ill, and be- 
fore her husband could reach her, she expired, inflicting by her

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death, a deep wound upon the heart of an affectionate husband 
and numerous relatives and friends. 

Married 26% day of July, 1837, James J. B. White to Rebecca 
J. Williams, daughter of Gen.' Robert Williams Esq." of Tennessee. 

Friday 30 March, 1838, My son Alonzo J. was married to 
Eliza, youngest daughter of Henry & Louisa Ingraham. 

14° Aug.** 1837. Born in Mississippi Blake Leay, son of Re- 
becca & James White. 

Born 26 Dec. 1838, Abbot Brisbane, first son of Alonzo J & 
Eliza White, baptised at St. Michaels Church, 8** March, by 
Bishop Bowen: Sponcers Gen! Brisbane, Edward & Adeline. 

Married by the Rev.4 Mr. Wilson, John Blake White to Ann 
Rachel O’Driscoll, on Friday 1** of October 1819. 

She is the daughter of Matthew & Anna Ladson O’Driscoll. 
Dr. O’Driscoll was a native of Ireland, he had several children. 

Dennis O’Driscoll was born 1*t Feby 1794. He fell in a duel with 
J. D. Edwards, in Georgia, 17** August, 1817. 

Eliza R. O’Driscoll, the 14** Dec. 1797. 

Lucy Ladson O’Driscoll, the 10 Jany 1800. 

Their mother was the only daughter of Thomas & Rachael Buer, 
of St. Bartholomews and was born the 8 January, 1767. 

Dennis O’Driscoll was married to Miss Harriet C. Evans, only 
daughter of Geo. Evans Esq. of St. George’s Dorchester, April 
A.D. 1817. 

Anna Ladson, their daughter was born 30 March, 1818 and 
died of the whooping cough, in June, 1819. 

Dr. Mathew O’Driscoll, departed this life the 10** of December, 
1819. 

Mrs. Anna L. O’Driscoll, went to Columbia, not long after, and 
resided with my sister, Mrs. Faust, where on the — day of May, she 
died of a pulmonary complaint. 

Eliza, Anna & I accompanied their mother to Columbia. While 
there, my dear Ann was taken ill with the measles. 

Dr. Brickell at the same time had a fit of illness which nearly 
terminated his existence. 

Born the 12 Nov. 1820, Francis O’Driscoll son of John Blake 
& Anna R. White. On the — day of — he was baptised at St. 
Phillips Church by the Rev.* Mr. Gibbs. 

My friend Francis A. DeLesseline Esq." & his Aunt Eliza 
O’Driscoll, being sponsers.

Born the 13 Sept. 1822 John Blake. He was baptised Saturday 
30 Nov.’ My brother James J. B. White & my Friend Joseph 
Clark & his mother Anna R. White, standing his sponsors. 

Died, on the 25 September, 1823, after a short and painful ill- 
ness, of about six hours, our dear little infant John, aged about one 
year and twelve days. The family, all in health, had retired to 
rest, when about eleven oclock, we were alarmed by discovering our 
beloved child to be in convulsions. Fit after fit succeeded each 
other, and about five o’clock, in the morning, he expired. I in- 
terred him on the same day, in St. Phillips Church Yard. 

J. B. White. 

10 June 1822, On the 30% March, my dear Edward? rec.4 a 
Cadets warrant for West Point, from the Secretary of War. 

He took his passage on board the Commodore Perry — Capt. 
Allen, for New York. 

Saty 34 July 1824. Returned on a Furlough, in Ship LaFayette, 
spent his time happily with us all, till 20" Aug.* when he took his 
passage on board Ship Franklin, Capt. Munno & sailed for West 
Point next day, where God willing, he will continue until he com- 
pletes his education. Cadet John Furneau came and returned 
with him. 

The yellow fever has shown itself with great virulence, this season 
Strangers fly in every direction. 

Born Sept 12* 1824, A Son — named John Blake, Christened 
the 12 Nov. at St. Phillips Church, by the Rev.4 W. Gibbs. 
Sponsors Lucy O’Driscoll, James Jervey & J. B. White. 

Born on Wednesday 8* February 1826, at 9 o’clock A.M. in 
Charleston, No. 78, Broad Street, the 4t* Son of John Blake & 


3 “Edward Brickell White, born in Charleston S. C. January 1806, died in 
New York, May 10, 1882; a prominent architect and civil engineer; some 
examples of his work in Charleston are to be found in the U. S. Custom House, 
Grace Church [1847,] Military Hall [Now torn down]. He graduated from West 
Point in the same class with Albert Sidney Johnston; was active in organizing 
the Palmetto Battalion of which he was appointed Major late in 1861, and 
afterwards promoted to Lt. Colonel of the same Battalion, with Headquarters 
on James Island; he at one time Commanded the entire east line of James 
Island, he surrendered with Johnston in North Carolina; a good officer and a 
brave soldier’ (New and Courier May 11, 1882) History of Grace Church by 
Rev. Dr. Wm. Way. Mr. Albert Simons states that E. B. White designed the 
Steeple of the present St. Philips Church.) 
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Anna R. White — was Baptised Octavius Agustus, by the Rev. 
Mr. Allston Gibbes, at St. Phillips Church, on Friday, 9** June 
1826 — Sponsors — Miss Ann Gadsden, John Blake White, & 
Edward B. White. The latter being absent (at West Point, N. 
Y.) Mr. William A. Brickell happening to be in town from 
Columbia, stood as Proxy for him. 

21* Oct. 1825, Ailston L. White went to Columbia & shortly 
after, entered the Junior Class, in the South Carolina College. 

July 11 1826, a letter of 20 June last, informs me that my dear 
Edward graduated at the Military Academy of West Point. He 
takes commission in the Army of the United States, and is first 
ordered on to Newport, Rhode Island, under Col. Totten: of the 
Corps of Engineers to assist in plans etc. for a Fortress to be erected 
in Florida. 

While I am recording these lines the knell of St. Phillips Church is 
tolling (as it has been the whole day) for the death of the Venerable 
Patriot, Thomas Jefferson. 

He died at Montecello, on the 4 of July last at ten minutes 
before one o’clock, The day and hour perhaps on which Fifty years 
before, he had signed the Declaration of Independence. 

17% July. 

Died at his residence at Quincy, Massachusetts, at 6 o’clock, in 
the afternoon, of the 4** of July, 1826, John Adams, late president 
of the United States, in the ninety second year of his age. 

On the 4** of July 1776, he with Jefferson, and others, signed the 
Declaration of Independence: After the revolution of Fifty Years, 
amidst the “Bells, Bonfires, & Illuminations’”’ which he predicted 
would mark, in all times to come, the anniversary of that day, 
these Patriot-Statesmen, Jefferson & Adams, breathed their last. 

The remarkable coincident caused us to pause & to look on each 
other with wonder and astonishment. The intelligence reached 
Charleston on Saturday, the 15 of July. 

The flags of the shipping & upon the public buildings, were dis- 
played at half mast. The bells were tolled during the day and 
minute guns were fired in the afternoon. 

The same steps were adopted on the receipt of this melancholy 
intelligence to evince the feelings of the community as had been on 
the occasion of Jefferson’s demise. Public meetings being called, 
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committees are appointed to make suitable arrangements to solem- 
nize the occasion. 

Departed this life, Monday, Aug.*t 14 1826, our beloved child 
John Blake, aged one year,’ eleven months, He died in the evening 
at a quarter before seven oclock. Though sick for a short time, 
yet at the last, his death was sudden: no one considered him to be 
so near his end. He was deemed better the Evening before, by 
Dr. Campbell, our Physician, but in the night a change took place 
for the worse. His remains were interred on the 15 at St. 
Phillips Church, by the Rev.* Mr. Gibbes, in the family burying 
ground. 

Dec." 1827. I broke up my establishment in Charleston & 
moved, into the country, at my brothers, about ten miles above 
Columbia, on Crane Creek. 

My whole family, with my sisters, the Miss O’Driscolls, accom- 
pany me; & arrive the 30** December. at the place of our destination. 

Here, in retirement, till better days, I expect to pass some time, 
my destiny is in superior hands. 

14. Oct. 1828. Born on Tuesday, about, noon, a Daughter of 
John Blake & Anna R White, at Tusculum, at the Residence of 
James J. B. White. 

She was Baptised at Columbia, on the 7** Dec." by the Rev. 
Mr. Falke, Anna Cornelia. 

Sponsors Anna R. J. B. W. & Adeline E. White. She was 
Baptised privately at my Sisters, Mrs. Sarah C. W. Faust. 

11** November, My Sisters, Eliza & Lucy, go down the country, 
to reside in Charleston. 

13** My Son Alonzo paid us a short visit of a few days, and re- 
turned to Charleston the 4** Dec." 

I must here note of him that he is clerk in the Counting house of 
Mess Gibbon & Co., wholesale merchants in Charleston. 

In Col. W™ Kuhnhardt Factor, of the same place, he had met 
with an invaluable friend, who casually met him, and having 
fancied his appearance, adopted him, almost asason. He resides 
in his Family & enjoys his Friendship & affection. 

God be praised! in my beloved children, so far, I have been 
blessed & may it please him, of his infinite favour to extend his 
mercies unto them all. 
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My dear Sisters, Eliza & Lucy go to Charleston & under the 
protection of Mr. T. S. Grimke,* commence a school, which renders 
them independent. 


Cane Creek. Rich? District. 

A mournful event I now record. On Saturday 13‘ Dec." 1828. 
My Sister, Mrs. Mary White, with her children, Daniel & Warren, 
in company with Allston & Adeline, all in apparent health, cer- 
tainly in most excellent spirits, Mary on a visit to her Sister, Mrs. 
Jerman, in St. James, Santee, my children to their relatives in 
Georgetown. 

They went, the first day, to about 23 miles below Columbia, 
and the next morning continued their Journey & had gone about 
three miles, when Daniel suddenly cried out on his Mother & fell 
in her arms. 

Some strangers passing, assisted them to the nearest house, a 
miserable Hovel, where neither convenience nor comfort nor neces- 
saries were to be had, After some hours, medical aid was obtained; 
but all in vain; the poor little fellow lingered, through in a state of 
insensibility, from about eight-o’clock, when he was taken; till 
about 12 at night, he expired. 

So soon as his situation was known to be Critical, the servant 
was dispatched for my Brother, who though he had accompanied 
the party to Columbia, had returned home on Sunday evening, 
before the message reached Columbia. 

Dr. Trezevant, the family Physician and Friend, lost not a 
moment, but reached the place of distress a few minutes before 
the sufferer died. 

My dear Anna & I with O’Driscoll & Mr. Guerry, were at supper, 
which we had deferred till about eight-o’clock, expecting my 
Brother, when he, with a stranger (on business) arrived and joined 
the social board & were conversing with happy, cheerful hearts, 
when the messenger arrived with the melancholy summons for 
my Brother. 

The blow fell like a thunder clap upon us all. James started 
up, and soon on his way, with all the speed with which his horse 
could carry him Though he drove hard, he did not get to his 
family, till about four o’clock, in the morning, alas too late, to have

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even the melancholy satisfaction of closing the eyes of his darling 
child. 

The picture, as represented by my dear Adeline, was truly 
shocking. On the highway, at a most wretched hovel, on a mat, 
which deserved any name but that of a bed; on the floor, covered 
with a few filthy rags, lay the remains of a most interesting and 
beloved child, at his side sat a distressed mother, calling up every 
energy however, to meet a distracted Father, who was every in- 
stant expected. 

He at length, arrives, he throws himself down by the side of his 
lifeless child & is lost in despair & grief, crying upon the name of 
his lost Daniel. 

It was fortunate, I have thought, that Allston was accompanied 
by his Aunt. 

He, assisted by Dr. Elliott (who acted the part of a Brother & 
Friend) procured a coffin — and they set out on their return about 
eleven o’clock, on Monday forenoon. 

The melancholy cavalcade arrived at Columbia, at the house of 
my Sister, Mrs. Faust, & the body was interred next day, at the 
Episcopal Church. 

My daughter gave up the idea of visiting her friends & a few 
days aftei, Allston went over to Georgetown & passed the Holidays. 

Married at Tusculum, Richland District, on Thursday, 26% 
March, 1829 by the Rev.4 Mr. Falker, my beloved Daughter, 
Adeline E. to Abbot-Hall Brisbane, Esq. 

There were present, at this happy family festival, all of my chil- 
dren (my son Edward having obtained a furlough). 

Besides our immediate family, several of the immediate Friends 
of Mr. Brisbane attended him from Charleston. 

His brother, Mr. William Brisbane, his Cousin, Lieut. Duncan 
Ingraham & Mr. Pinckney Lowndes. Several young ladies, Miss 
Davis, Miss Starke & the Misses Notts, waited on the Bride, from 
Columbia. 

Miss Faust and her Sister were also present, and all things con- 
tributed to augment the pleasure of the happy occasion. 

On the 34 April, I bade adieu to my beloved child, Mrs. Brisbane, 
and she (Alonzo in company) left us for their residence in the 
lower country. 

June 4* Our dear Edward took leave of us all, to join his Regi- 
ment at New London, Connecticut. 
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28» Our dear Allston took leave of us for Charleston, where 
he has had the good fortune to have been elected assistant in the 
South Carolina Society School, at $1000, per annum. 

Richland District Jan. 4** 1832, Our Paper Mill, at Bull Sluice, 
in Lexington District, destroyed by fire, by accident, no insur- 
ance, Loss $20000. 

On this, remove my family to Charleston & arrived on the 13** 
Inst, and reside with our Sisters Eliza & Lucy O’D. 

Married, April 18** 1832, at New London, Connecticut, my 
beloved Son, Edward B. White, to Miss Delia Adams, daughter 
of Eli Adams, Esq. of that place, and niece of Gen.! Swift. 

Sunday, Aug. 19, 1832, received intelligence from Summerville, 
of the death of my dear Grand-Son. Went up immediately with 
Miss M. Brisbane. 

Late at night, my daughter Mrs. Brisbane & his Sister Elizabeth 
returned from the family burying ground, at the place of Mrs. 
Brisbane about 6 miles from town. 

Abbot H. Brisbane Jun. Born May 8 1830 at Summerville, 
Died August 19 1832, on Sunday morning, between 3 & 4 o’clock 
A.M. aged 2 years, 3 months 11 days. He was baptised at Sum- 
merville, by the Rev. Mr. Gadsden. 

Nov. 1832. Indian Expedition into the State of Illinois, against 
Black Hawk, terminated favorably & in his capture & my beloved 
Edward returned in safety to his family, for which mercy, (he 
having escaped the ravages of the cholera, which scourged the 
army, and the Indian Tomahawk) I returned my grateful thanks to 
Almighty God. 

The Brig Amelia wrecked at Folly Island, the whole crew in- 
fected with the cholera, & thereby that fatal desease is introduced 
among us, as yet but few cases have occurred & every precaution 
is used to prevent the spread of it, vessel & cargo burnt by order 
of City Council.® 


5 The Brig Amelia, “from New York to New Orleans, was wrecked on Folly 
Island Nov. 1, 1832, with over 120 Passengers, about 20 have died with Cholera, 
a man from the City went to the wreck and returned to the city, was attacked, 
and died on the 5th, Council is endeavoring all in their power to stop intercourse. 
The vessell was ordered burnt, Nov. 9th this evening citizens of each ward 
commenced patrolling for the purpose of preventing intercourse with Folly 
Island.” (Schirmer Diary in S. C. Hist. Soc.) 
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Born Monday, 17 Dec.? 1832. at noon, in Tradd St. Charleston, 
the 5 son of John B. & Anna R. White. He was baptised at 
St. Phillips Church by the Rev.4 Mr. Gibbes & named Thomas 
Grimke. 

His sponsors were J. B. White & Mrs. Paul Gervais, wife of Rev.4 
Paul T. Gervais.

Died, on the 10th instant, Mrs. Martha Laurens Ramsay, the 
amiabie and respectable consort of Doctor David Ramsay.— 
Although unused to eulogiums of this kind, the writer considers 
it not only as a tribute due to the memory of this excellent lady, 
but as a justice to the public, that her virtues, acquirements and 
deportment, through life, should be recorded as patterns to the 
young, and as holding forth to her sex of every age, the brightest 
example of the solid honors and comforts always attending the 
pious, the learned and the gentle, when these traits are happily 
combined in one character. That they are eminently so, in this 
ever to be lamented lady, is a fact well known to her numerous 
acquaintance, and indeed to this city, which it may be truly said, 
she never ceased to adorn by her virtues and talents, since her 
entrance into life. 

She was the daughter of the late Honerable Henry Laurens, for 
many years President of the American Congress, in the early and 
trying scenes of our revolution, and sister to the gallant Col. John 
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Laurens, one of the most distinguished heroes of it, and who sealed 
with his blood the liberties of his country. She was educated 
partly at home and partly in Europe, and as her talents were early 
perceived to be of the first order, her education was of the most ex- 
tensive kind.—Deeply read in all the solidity and elegancies of 
English literature, her mind, like a rich soil, continually improved 
by cultivation. Her previous knowledge of the language and her 
residence in France, gave her the advantage of speaking and writ- 
ing the French with the fluency and accuracy of a native; nor was it 
in living languages alone she excelled. However uncommon in 
those of her sex, in any country, she had a thorough knowledge of 
the Latin and Greek, and in the course of their education, every 
part of her family derived the highest benefit from her valuable and 
enlightened instruction and precepts, on all subjects that would 
contribute to adorn their minds and improve their morals. These 
rare accomplishments, would, in many others, have led to arro- 
gance and affectation; failings which too often attend the conscious 
superiority of talents, but in her it was the reverse, she was 
always so unaffected and unassuming, that every one felt them- 
selves at ease in her society, and if there was a trait of goodness 
in her character which seemed to take the lead, it was her gentle- 
ness. 

Remarkable as were her qualifications and conduct in the exer- 
cise of the duties of domestic life, when we come to turn our eyes to 
her deportment and the example she affords as a Christian, her 
character will be found to take the most conspicuous, nay the high- 
est possible stand; for it is when christianity is tempered, as it 
was in her by judgment, information and mildness, that it shines 
with the greatest splendor. . . . Her remains, attended by a numer- 
ous and weeping concourse of her relatives, friends, and citizens, 
were deposited in the cemetery of the Circular Church, in Meeting- 
Street; and when any of them shall hereafter view the spot where 
she is laid, they may truly exclaim, in the language of an epitaph 
to an illustrious character, ““Hic Cines, ubique Fama.”’

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BOOK REVIEW 


PRINCE WILLIAM’s PARISH AND PLANTATIONS, By John R. Todd 
and Francis M. Hutson. With an Introduction by A.S. Salley. This 
Society has received as a gift, from Mr. John R. Todd, a copy of 
this very handsome book. It was printed by Garrett and Massie 
of Richmond, Virginia, from designs by Mark A. Rollins. 

Mr. Salley’s introduction reviews the early history of the section 
which later included Prince William’s Parish and gives an account 
of the attempts at settlement by the French and Spanish. It is 
an interesting, accurate and valuable summary of the facts con- 
cerning this section between 1525 and 1725. 

The book contains many reproductions of maps and plats, and 
photographs of plantation sites and private burying grounds. 

As the records for this section of the state between 1785 and 
1865 were burned about 1865, and all the plantation houses, save 
three or four, shared the same fate, a work of this nature is par- 
ticularly useful, giving as it does early grants and plats from the 
records, and traditional and personal accounts of the “‘lost” period. 

The sketches and illustrations of the two important churches of 
the parish, Sheldon (Episcopal) called after the English home of 
the Bull family (as was the now dead town of Radnor) and Stony 
Creek (Presbyterian), burned by Northern troops in 1865, both es- 
tablished prior to the laying off of the parish in 1745, are particu- 
larly interesting. Sheldon was burned by the British under Gen- 
eral Prévost, in 1779 and not rebuilt until about 1829, and again 
burned by Sherman’s invading army in 1865. It has never been 
rebuilt. The ruins today are very beautiful and appealing. 

Among the plantations described are Tomotly, which formed 
part of the Barony of that name, granted to Edmund Bellinger. 
The plantation was later owned by James DeVeaux who sold to 
Walter Izard, and was held by Izard descendants until after 1860; 
since it has had several owners, being now owned by the children of 
Mr. Edwin Thorne. Brewton Plantation was early owned by the 
Bulls, the Brewtons, Butlers,and McPhersons who held it until after 
1860. It is now owned by Mr. John R. Todd. Twickingham was 
an Izard grant, later owned by Wm. Heyward, then by a Screven, 
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now in the possession of R. J. Turnbull. Hobonny, granted to 
Joseph Bryan, later owned by a Middleton, now is a hunting club. 

Ulmer’s or Rose Hill was part of a Bellinger grant; later in the 
hands of Dr. William Rose, who married in Dec. 1743, Lucia 
Wilson, the widow of William Bellinger, a grandson of the first 
Landgrave Edmund Bellinger. William Bellinger had no children. 
His will is now missing, but apparently left his property to his wife, 
and she to her second husband Dr. Rose; he and their two daugh- 
ters inherited. Rose died about 1764, and his two minor daughters 
soon after. Their property wasstillin the courts in 1769, some of 
the heirs then apparently being—Rose and his wife Janet in Scot- 
land. In 1797 the property belonged to John Ulmer. There is an 
Ulmer grave yard, some of the stones dated as late as 1836. It is 
no longer a plantation, having been cut up in small tracts. 

Newberry was a Bull, then Middleton, then Elliott place, now 
the property of Wm. Elliott of Columbia, S. C. 

Bonny Hall, a grant to Joseph Blake in 1732, was owned by 
that family until after the Confederate War, now owned by the 
estate of Arthur Seymore. 

Most of the plantations have passed into the hands of Northern 
sportsmen, and are now hunting preserves, only four remaining in 
the hands of ante-bellum families: Cedar Grove, a Hutson estate, 
as is Jerico, Newberry an Elliott property and Keithfield owned by 
the descendants of Capt. John W. Gregorie. On none are the origi- 
nal houses standing. 

The photographs of the plantation sites show how appreciative 
of natural beauty the early settlers were, and the length of time 
the lands were held in the same families give us a glimpse of the 
transplanted English and Scotch men’s natural love of the land. 

Mr. Todd and Mr. Hutson have made a truly valuable contribu- 
tion to the history of the State. The size of the book (a folio) and 
the heavy paper upon which it is printed make it necessary to use 
the book with great care, but its beauty justifies the make up.

On page 35 of this volume, in Note 14, is the Statement that— 
Wyly mentioned is Samuel Wyly. Probably John Wyly, son of 
Samuel is the person, for Samuel died at Pine tree Hill, now Cam- 
den, 13th Feb. 1768 in his 46 year. (This Magazine, vol. 16, 
pp. 86-87) He was a native of Ireland, born in 1723, a Quaker, 
a Justice in the Commission of the Peace for Craven Co. in 1756 
and later, (Ibid. vol. XX p. 74) a friend of the Catawba Indians. 
He married Dinah Milhouse about 1744 or later. Hiswill (Charles- 
ton Probate Court, Book 1767-1771 p. 220) given as will of “Samuel 
Wyly Esq. of Craven County, Parish of St. Marks” leaves all 
property real and personal to his Wife Dinah Wyly and his five 
children (viz.) John, William, Robert, Sarah and Samuel Wyly, 
equally to be divided, share and share alike (the executors given 
discretionary power in making division.) In case of death of 
any child before the age of twenty-one, that share to be equally 
divided among the others. In case ““My wife Dinah” Survives 
all the children, one third of the estate to be given my Sister 
Susannah Wyly otherwise Narney, wife of John Narney of Charles- 
Town Watchmaker. John Kershaw, Samuel Millhouse and John 
Wyly joint Executors, Dated 25 January 1764.
